Lake Geneva, Wis., April 19.—1 have 


| noticed repeatedly that there is some agi- 


tation In regard to the supports to the 
elevated in the downtown section of Chi- 
cago.

I, perhaps, am a simple country yap,

This, in turn, slows up the traffic on the 
east and west streets, which, in turn, 
slows up the street cars, and the whole 
thing results in a jam which tries the 
patience of everybody and results in the 
untold loss of time.
